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THE  GREAT  DIVIDE  Olt  CHRISTIANITY  AND 
THE  I'KEHKNT  CRISIS 
(By  William  B.  Riley,  D.  D.) 

I  have  no  question  that  the  future  will  look 
back  to  this  world  conference  held  In  Phiadelphla 
May  35-June  1,  1919,  as  a  meeting  of  equal,  if  not 
greater  moment  than  that  which  resulted  from  the 
nailing  of  the  ninty-ftve  theses  over  the  door  at 
Wittenberg.  I  have  no  question  of  the  hour,  for 
a  new  Protestantism  has  come! 

When  Martin  Luther  undertook  the  Reforma¬ 
tion  within  the  Papal  Church,  he  very  shortly 
discovered  that  doctrine  and  deed  were  so  Inti¬ 
mately  related  that  is  was  Impossible  to  correct 
the  latter  without  a  correction  of  the  former.  We 
are  making  an  equal  discovery  at  this  present 
moment  and  we  are  not  unsimllarly  situated  with 
the  great  reformer  himself.  The  question  that 
is  before  us  now  U  a  question  of  greater  moment 
than  minor  matters;  of  greater  moment  than 
crustacean  church  forms  and  ecclesiastical  polity 
of  greater  moment  than  denominational  differences 
of  greater  moment  than  even  the  veracity  of  the 
Old  Testament  and  certain  truths  of  the  New:  It 
is  the  question  of  the  Christ  And  that  is  the 
reason  I  have  chosen  for  the  theme  of  this  even¬ 
ing  "The  Great  Divide,  or  Christ  and  the  Present 
Crisis” 

As  one  travels  to  the  West  over  the  Canadian 
Pacific  Railray,  at  a  point  yonder  in  the  Rockies, 
near  the  litle  station  of  Stephen,  he  passes  over 
the  crest  of  the  mountians,  and  near  to  the  tracks 
in  letters  that  blase  out  so  that  they  may  be  seen 
even  at  a  distance,  one  reads,  "The  Groat  Divide,” 
and  marks  in  passing  that  at  that  point  the  moun¬ 
tain  stream  has  struck  a  stone  and  has  been  sep¬ 
arated  Into  two.  One  portion  of  that  stream  frpm 
that  moment  turns  east;  the  other  turning  West 
with  great  velocity,  hastens  Its  way  to  the  Pacific. 
The  waters  that  part  at  that  point  never  meet 
again. 

The  stone  which  has  at  this  moment  divided 
Christianity  is  the  "Rock  of  OffenBe,"  the  "Stone 
of  stumbling,"  none  other  than  Christ  himself. 

The  definition  of  Moderns  considered,  It  is  more 
and  more  evident  to  all  of  us  who  hold  the  Evan¬ 
gelical  faith,  that  “their  rock  is  not  our  Rock." 
our  enemies  themselves  being  the  judges.  Jesus 
Christ  once  said.  "He  that  is  not  with  me  is  against 
me,  and  he  that  gathereth  not  with  me  scattereth 
abroad."  If  that  declaration  is  divine  and  Inspir¬ 
ed  as  Incrrant,  then  why  compromise  with  men 
who  reject  the  virgin  birth,  who  deny  the  miracle 
working  of  our  Master,  who  dispute  the  certainty 
of  his  ressurection  from  the  dead,  who  declaim 
against  his  ascension  in  person  to  the  right  hand 
of  the  Father,  and  who  scoff  at  his  coming,  and 
have  no  longer  fellowship  with  those  of  us  that 
believe  in  him  as  the  very  Son  of  God?  The 
Moderns,  determined  to  be  deterred  by  no  decla¬ 
ration  of  fundamentals,  set  for  themselves  the 
test  of  social  service,  or  agree  more  and  more 
among  themselves  that  "faith  which  whs  once  for 
all  delivered”  is  to  receive  little  or  no  considera¬ 
tion;  and  if  they  purpose  a  federation  on  that 
basis,  as  they  do,  that  will  leave  those  of  us  who 
accept  the  deity  of  Jesus  Christ,  in  fellowship  of 
our  own  as  desirable  as  it  will  be  delightful. 

Following  then,  the  words  of  Christ,  "He  that 
Is  not  with  me  is  against  me,  and  be  that  gath¬ 
ereth  not  with  me  scattereth  abroad,”  I  want  to 
call  your  attention  to  the  division  that  has  alreay 
taken  place  as  it  affects  Jesur.  Christ,  and  as  It 
Involves  Chtist  and  his  deity,  Christ  and  his  au- 
thorify,  Christ  and  hJs  redemption. 

Christ  and  the  Question  of  Deity. 

This  is  not  a  new  question.  At  the  request  of 
the  committee,  I  spoke  a  year  ago  on  the  greatest 
of  all  questions— “Whom  do  men  say  that  I,  the 
Son  of  Man,  am?”  And  you  will  remember  that 
there  were  varied  replies  to  that  question  and  de¬ 
cided  differences  in  answer  to  the  same,  and  the 
differences  that  were  raised  then  have  remained 
and  are  extant  to  this  day.  The  time  is  come  when 
Moderns  and  Evangelicals  are  again  making  an¬ 
swer*  as  they  made  them  In  the  Master's  time,  and 


the  answers  are  following  quite  kindred  lines. 

For  instance,  Evar.gicals  believe  that  Christ 
is  the  Child  of  prophecy;  Moderns  deny  it.  Ev¬ 
angelicals  believe  that  Christ  Is  the  incarnation 
of  deity;  Moderns  deny  that.  Evangelicals  be¬ 
lieve  that  Christ  is  the  expiation  of  sin;  Moderns 
deny  that  and  call  it  the  "gospel  of  shambles.” 
Now  what  is  the  fact?  Was  Christ  the  Child  of 
Prophecy.? 

One  of  the  Old  World  pastors,  perhaps  one  of  the 
most  '-onsplcious  of  those  who  have  taken  the  po¬ 
sition  of  the  Moderns,  says  this  in  answer  to  the 
question.  Was  Christ  the  Child  of  Prophecy?  "No 
Old  Testament  passage  wharever  is  directly  or 
Indirectly  a  prophecy  of  the  virgin  birth  of  Jesus; 
even  the  noble  fifty-third  of  Isatah,  if  properly 
understood,  has  no  preference  whtaever  to  Jesus 
the  Christ."  That  is  his  answer,  and  the  book 
that  he  wrote,  into  which  he  put  those  words,  was 
commended  by  the  Liberals  of  his  own  land  and 
the  Liberals  of  this  land  as  well. 

A  personal  friend  of  mine,  a  member  of  my  de¬ 
nomination,  contrbuted  a  kindred  book  on  a  kind¬ 
red  subject,  and  used  the  latter  pages  in  the  same 
for  the  purpose  of  advertising  desirable  literature, 
and  on  one  of  those  pages  he  advertised  the  vol¬ 
ume  from  which  I  quoted  these  words,  denying 
that  any  Old  Testament  prophecy  referred  to  Je¬ 
sus,  and  In  order  to  commend  it  he  quotes  from 
the  Bt.  Paul  Disprtch  (that  oracle  in  theology) 
that  this  book  is  a  masterpiece  and  wrlten  in  the 
spirit  of  the  Master  himself. 

To  some  of  us  that  is  blasphemy  and  Infidelity 
combined.  We  cannot  question  that  when  the 
prophet  declared  that  he  should  be  born  in  Be- 
thlel  em  of  Judea,  he  had  Jesus  Christ  in  mind. 
We  cannot  question  that  when  he  said  Be  should 
be  born  of  a  virgin,  that  the  virgin  birth  was  In¬ 
volved.  We  cannot  doubt  that  when  they  named 
him  “Jesus",  they  anticipated  his  saving  power 
and  cabillty.  We  cannot  doubt  that  when  Isaiah 
wrote,  "Unto  us  a  Child  Is  born,  unto  us  a  Son  Is 
given;  and  the  government  shall  be  upon  his 
shoulder:  and  his  name  shall  be  called  Wonderful, 
Counseler,  the  mighty  God,  the  everlasting  Father, 
the  Prince  of  Peace;"  that  if  this  refered  not  to 
the  Messiah,  our  bles»ed  Master,  then  to  interpret 
it  after  another  manner  is  to  comouflage  prophecy; 
It  is  to  make  It  meaningless  and  misleading.  We 
cannot  doubt  that  the  Man  of  Nazareth  is  the  an¬ 
swer  to  this  prophetic  reference. 

Was  he  the  Incarnation  of  deity  s  well  as  the 
Child  of  prophecy?  the  Moderns  answer  this 
In  the  negative.  He  was  "a  man”.  He  was  "a 
marvelous  man."  They  will  often  assume  that  he 
was  "a  matchless  man";  and  yet,  afelr  having 
admitted  it,  they  attempt  to  account  for  him  on 
the  Darwinian  basis. 

One  of  our  own  writers,  regarded  among  Mod¬ 
erns  as  a  Convervatlve,  in  one  of  his  volumes  sayB 
that  the  Church  ought  to  employ  the  evolutionary 
hypothesis  and  make  it  to  Include  Jesus  of  Naza¬ 
reth!  One  would  suposo  that  when  man  take* 
that  position  he  would  also  come,  by  the  contra- 
riest  logic,  to  the  conclusion  that  another  of  his 
brethern  did!  He  stated  his  conclusions  after 
this  manner:  "We  not  only  believe  that  Christ 
was  the  highest  type  of  evolution,  but<we  are  fully 
persuaded,  if  time  lasts  long  enough,  we  may  be 
able  to  produce  100  other  Christa  quite  as  capa¬ 
ble  as  the  Man  of  Nazareth!”  Such  statements 
as  this  is  not  only  unscriptural  but  Insane. 

Dr.  Augustus  H.  Strong,  the  most  noted  of  the¬ 
ological  seminary  ex-presidents,  said  a  little  while 
ago:  "Ask  one  of  these  modern  seminary  pro¬ 
fessors  if  he  believes  in  the  virgin  birth,  miracles, 
death,  physical  ressurrection.  in  the  atonement, 
in  the  assension  to  the  right  hand  of  the  Father, 
and  he  will  say  to  you.  "You  have  no  right  what¬ 
ever  to  ask  me  any  such  questions;  the  Moderns 
has  no  necessity  of  answering  them ;  he  don’t  have 
to  commit  himself  to  any  position  with  reference 
ot  Jesus  of  Nazareth.” 

He  may  not  have  to  commit  himself,  but  all 
you  have  to  do  Is  to  follow  him  far  enough,  and 
you  will  find  he  will  commit  himself;  and.  when 
he  has  committed  himself,  he  will  deny  the  virgin 
birth,  he  will  deny  the  miracle  working,  he  will 


deny  the  atonement,  be  will  deny  the  essential 
deity,  and  say  Christ  was  not  divine  in  any  sense 
that  seperatea  him  from  the  rest  of  us.  That 
is  the  position  of  the  Modern,  a  position  which 
makes  Jesus  Christ  the  bastard  son  of  Mary  and 
of  Joseph,  which  makes  him  an  insane  poser,  or 
else  the  greatest  faker  that  ever  walked  the  facie 
of  the  earth.  He  affirmed,  ”1  came  down  from 
above."  He  declared,  ”1  and  my  Father  are  one." 
Even  In  the  presence  of  death,  under  circumstances 
that  surely  would  be  sacred  enough  to  press  the 
truth  from  human  lips,  he  said,  *1  am  the  resurr¬ 
ection.  and  the  life;  be  that  belleveth  Ih  me,  though 
he  were  dead,  yet  shall  he  live:"  and  the  fart  ia. 
beloved,  that  either  he  was  what  be  said  he  was. 
or  he  Is  unworthy  of  a  place  among  men,  much 
less  the  most  matchless  of  them  all! 

Mark  what  I  say.  The  sanest  and  most  schol¬ 
arly  and  the  only  spiritual  position  to  take  with 
reference  to  Jesus  Christ  was  that  taken  by  that 
scholarly  man,  oven  John,  when  be  said,  "This  i« 
the  true  God,  and  eternal  life!” 

Was  he  the  expiation  for  sin?  This  question 
involves  a  definition:  What  Is  sin,  and  what  is 
expiation?  Now  some  of  the  Moderns  have  so 
defined  sin  as  to  delight  the  heart  of  Mary  Baker 
Eddy  and  to  give  a  special  point  to  the  statement 
once  made  by  Talleyrand,  that  "Speech  waa  given 
to  man  with  which  to  obscure  thought.”  For  in¬ 
stance,  one  of  them  said,  "Bln  is  a  negative,  not  a 
positive  term.  That  is  all.  It  denotes  the  ab¬ 
sence,  rather  than  the  presence  of  something,  as, . 
shadow  versus  light.  The  devil  Is  a  vacuum." 

1  never  think  of  that  aentenar  without  being 
reminded  of  what  oe cured  up  In  my  country.  .  One 
of  our  teachers  asked  the  question:  "What  is  a 
vacuum?”  A  young  woman  who  was  a  itudent 
in  his  class  said,  "Veil  now.  I  cannot  put  It  in 
English,  but  I  got  It  in  my  head.”  Tbo  man  who 
wrote  these  words  could  express  himself  In  En¬ 
glish,  but  when  he  defined  the  devil,  I  think  be 
referred  to  the  fact  that  be  had  a  vacuum  in  his 
head. 

Sin  began  ages  back,  which  we  believe  to  lie  the 
transgression  of  the  law,  and  the  law  says.  "The 
soul  that  slnneth.  It  shall  die.”  Orthodoxy  teach¬ 
ers  that  there  must  be  a  nexpiatlon  of  sin.  or  else 
men  must  stand  In  the  judgement  In  the  last  day 
and  meet  the  sin.  Now,  however  much  man  may 
seek  to  discredit  that  teaching,  you  will  either 
accept  it  or  reject  the  Bcrjptures  allogeather.  I 
confess  frankly  to  you  I  feel  almost  like  a  blas¬ 
phemer  to  quote  some  of  the  things  recently  said 
by  some  of  the  men  who  bear  the  name  of  t’hris- 
tlans.  Take  that  volume  edited  by  Gerald  II. 
Smith,  in  which  he  dares  to  declares,  “to  Insist 
that  the  blood  of  Jesus  Christ  cleanses  men  from 
sin  is  both  foolish  and  futile  in  an  age  like  this!” 
That  Is  his  declaration. 

There  was  a  great  conference  on  the  other  side 
of  the  sea,  and  at  that  time  the  great  Guizot  was 
leaving,  and  he  said  to  the  theologians  who  stood 
about  him,  after  they  had  discussed  the  theory 
of  the  old  faith  they  were  putting  forth  and 
advocating  in  every  school  of  the  land:  “I  know 
what  my  symbol  is — I  believe  in  the  Christ!” 
And  If  the  men  who  do  not  believe  In  this  symbol 
were  only  willing  to  take  an  honorab'e  and  logical 
position  and  call  themselves  deists  instead  of 
Chriattian*.  they  could  end  the  entire  controversy. 
When  the  deity  of  Christ  has  been  denied,  men 
ought  to  take  the  consequences  of  their  think¬ 
ing,  and  refuse  longer  to  be  named  Christians,  or  ■ 
to  call  their  faith  after  the  manner  of  the  church 
of  the  centuries.  When  men  bavo  denied  the 
deity  of  Christ,  when  they  have  denied  the  author¬ 
ity  of  the  .Word  of  God  they  are  very  likely  to 
re.ich  the  point  where  the  very  name  Itself  that  Is 
above  every  name  becomes  meaningless  to  them. 

One  of  our  great  brethern  In  England,  writing 
a  remarkable  book  on  "The  Church’s  One  £N>un- 
datlon.”  said,  “In  18M  Colonao  brought  out  a 
hymn-book  neither  the  name  of  Jesus  nor  of 
Christ  appeared.  When  certain  Evangelicals 
went  to  the  Bishop  and  complained,  the  bishop 
looked  It  over  and  said,  “Well,  that  was  probably 
quite  unintentional!”  , 

Listen,  brethren,  when  Christ  is  denied  It  is'' 

(Con  tin  and  on  Pig*  Seven.) 
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entangle  individual  Baptist  forces  or  organiza¬ 
tions  In  their  program.  To  Borne  of  us  this  does 
not  appear  brotherly  or  Christian.  If  it  should 
succeed  the  result  would  be  to  throw  all  our 
plans  and  work  into  confusion.  It  would  spell 
failure  to  our  whole  enterprise.  It  seems  that 
anybody  could  see  this,  and  It  would  seem  that 
anybody  who  sees  it  would  not  pursue  the  plan 
without  a  willingness  to  see  the  resultant  failure. 

There  Is  no  chance  In  the  world  of  the  con¬ 
fusion  penetrating  far  into  our  ranks  or  the 
organization  being  crippled  by  It.  But  there  are 
individual  Baptists  who  may  be  dissociated  from 
their  brethren,  and  even  churches  may  lose  the 
trail  ol  work  and  fellowship  of  the  brethren.  For 
this  cause  we  would  urge  every  man  among  us 
at  this  time  to  keep  shy  of  anything  that  eon' 
fuses  him  or  hinders  the  fullest  success  of  the 
Campaign  l  nhis  community.  For  all  who  seek 
to  minister  to  men  in  Jesus-  name  we  have  good 
will  and  wish  them  God  s  blessing.  But  if  you 
love  the  Lord,  dont  try  to  pull  down  what  others 
seek  to  build  up.

|  that  hlgprosperlly  was  due  to  two  things,  first 
giving  Skit  hi*  time  to  attending  to  his  own  bus¬ 
iness  X  the  other  half  to  letting  other  folk  s 
business  alone,  has  now  become  proverbial.

•this  st Ament  regards  It  as  selfish  or  narrow.  It 
is  simp#  the  law  and  the  necessity  of  specializing 
and  stlSting  to  your  Job. 

Nowithe  application  of  this  principle  to  the 
buslnei*  which  Baptists  have  in  hand.  We  have 
undertMen  In  the  south  to  combine  in  one  cam¬ 
paign  aflfour  denominational  interests  into  one  bud 
get  andfime  campaign.  This  Is  as  It  should  be.  and 
Is  making  Its  appeal  to  our  people  as  nothing  has 
ever  d<*e  befofe.  It  has  taken  hold  upon  us  and 
we  wrecking  hold  of  It.  We  mean  to  do  It  and 
the  wllSto  win' I#  upon  us.  This  can  be  done  and 
will  bjfdone  If  we  will  stick  to  the  principle 
of  attending  to  our  own  business  and  letting 
other  Apple's  business  alone  We  are  fairly  on 
the  h  1  gB  road  to  success. 

But  Bter#  i«  a  danger  In  the  offing  which 
can  wtfek  the  whole  prospect  of  success.  We 
are  nolftharglag  that  anybody  wishes  this  busi¬ 
ness  tuvatl,  but  there  are  some  people  who  are 
not  vilfily  Interested  in  its  success  and  who 
would  W  willing  to  take  chances.  There  are  peo¬ 
ple  whSare  primarily  interested  in  the  success 
of  sondjthing  else  and  the  success  of  the  75 
Million. ^Tampaign  is  not  of  any  special  concern 
to  then#  But  It  is  to  us.  and  we  must  see  to  it 
that  noiing  Interferes  with  its  success  or  jeopar¬ 
dizes  itS  interest 

We  Ik  not 'speaking  In  any  enigma  but  have 
referenda  to  the  danger  which  is  Involved  in  the 
mixing  ft  with:  the  Interchurch  World  Movement. 
The  Soflhorn  Baptist  Convention  gave  a  court¬ 
eous  hearing  to  Or.  J.  Campbell  White  who  was 
sent  tojitlanta  as  the  chosen  representative  of 
the  lnl§T'  hurch  World  Movement.  There  was 
no  llml&ut  upon  his  time  or  restriction  upon  his 
language  He  spoke  out  of  his  heart  and  to  his 
entire  ifltlaf  action  But  is  was  evident  to  every¬ 
body.  tn  speaker  Included  that  this  great  Bap¬ 
tist  boa  had  no  sympathy  whatevei*  with  his 
proposal  No' answer  was  necessary  and  none 
was  mate  except  one  sentence  from  President 
Cambrel). 

Lateibthe  convention  made  out  ita  own  inde-

The  last  word  has  not  been  said  on  this  sub¬ 
ject  and  will  never  be  In  this  world.  This  is  evi 
dent  If  In  no  other  way  from  the  qualification 
which  Paul  makes  in  the  next  phrase,  namely: 
"which  passeth  knowledge."  This  means  that 
we  can  only  gradually  know  the  love  of  Christ 
and  that  It  wil  never  be  fully  known.  But  this 
docs  not  prevent  his  praying  that  we  may  know 
It.  It  is  perfectly  proper  to  pray  for  what  is  other- 
vise  impossible  Indeed  this  is  the  only  reason 
or  justification  for  praying  at  all.  That  Is  what 
prayer  Is  for  to  ask  for  what  cannot  be  had  In 
any  Other  way.  Paul  knew  that  It  was  impossible 
to  know  the  love  of  Christ  without  being  before¬ 
hand  "strengthened  wtth  might  by  his  spirit." 
and  having  "Christ  dwell  in  the  heart."  And 
even  then  It  was  necessary  for  U9  to  have  a  con¬ 
stantly  expanding  knowledge. 

The  "love  of  Christ"  here  spoken  of  Is  the 
love  which  is  of  the  very  nature  of  God.  which 
Is  original  with  him.  which  is  inseparable  from 
his  character  and  which  was  eternally  In  Christ 
and  came  Into  manifestation  In  Christ  as  he  lived 
and  labored  and  suffered  among  men.  That  Is 
the  love  he  wishes  us  to  get  acquainted  with.  You 
can't  know  God  If  that  is  left  out.  To  know  the 
lovse  of  God  or  the  love  of  Christ  will  hetp  us 
to  understand  all  else  that  is  to  be  known  about 
him.  It  will  be  the  key  to  the  Interpretation  of 
much  else  that  we  ought  to  know. 

This  love  Is  a  new  thing  In  the  experience  of 
the  world.  It  is  a  thing  that  the  world  did  not 
know  before  because  it  did  not  and  does  not 
exist  outside  Of  Christ  and  his  religion.  The 
world  knows  nothing  of  a  purely  unselfish  love, 
a  love  that  has  no  ground  outside  of  natural  re¬ 
lationship  or  obligation  or  such  as  is  provoked 
by  that  which  is  worthy  or  lovely.  This  love  of 
Christ  is  different  and  therefore  unintelligible 
to  the  natural  man.  It  Is  a  love  that  is  indepen¬ 
dent  of  any  cause  In  the  object  of  love,  but  pro¬ 
ceeds  from  a  source  that  loves  inspite  of  the  re¬ 
pulsive  and  offensive  character  of  its  object.  It  is 
a  thing  therefore  which  we  have  to  learn  to  know 
and  can  only  know  it  as  it  exists  and  is  revealed 
In  Christ. 

But  It  is  not  the  nature  of  It  only  which 
makes  it  an  object  which  we  have  to  learn,  but 
it  Is  also  the  magnitude  of  it  which  makes  it  a 
perpetual  object  of  increasing  knowledge.  When 
we  thought  we  had  learned  it  we  have  just  begun. 
The  old  song  says: 

•When  we've  been  there  ten  thousnd  years 
Bright  Bhlning  as  the  sun 
We’ve  no  less  days  to  sing  God's  praise 
Than  when  we  first  begun.” 

But  hot  only  will  we  have  no  less  day's,  we'll 
have  more  reason  because  of  having  a  better 
knowledge  of  his  grace.  Even  here  we  are  see¬ 
ing  new  expressions  and  manifestations  of  his 
love.  We  are  coming  to  where  we  can  really  esti¬ 
mate  it  better.  For  to  know  the  love  of  Christ 
means  not  merely  to  see  It  In  exercise  In  the 
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world,  but  to  know  its  moving  In  our  own  hearts. 
We  may  know  the  material  world  and  its  laws 
by  observing  their  operation  outside  ourselves. 
But  we  cannot  know  the  love  of  Christ  except 
we  have  Christ  in  us  by  faith.  If  he  Is  in  us  the 
love  of  Christ  will  constrain  uu  and  we  will  know 
what  it  Is  as  an  indwelling  and  impelling  motive 
in  life  and  ministry. 

-  ’  FAITH  BROADENS  THE  LIFE 

Life  in  Christ  comes  as  immediately  and  Inevit¬ 
ably  upon  the  exercise  of  faith  as  an  explosion 
comes  from  touching  a  match  to  powedr.  It  Is 
bound  to  happen.  This  Is  eternal  life  and  cannot 
be  made  any  longer  than  it  i*.  A  little  faith 
secures  eternal  life  as  surely  as  great  faith. 

A  little  iron  pipe  will  carry  water  as  far  and  as 
high  as  a  big  main.  But. — and  this  Is  the  point 
of  this  story— it  will  not  carry  as  much  of  It. 

"According  to  your  faith,"  this  Is  the  un- 
changable  law  of  life.  The  righteousness  of  Ood 
la  revealed  from  faith  unto,  faith.  Life  Is  meant 
to  be  abundant,  but  the  condition  of  faith  Is 
inexorable.  The  more  faith,  the  more  life.  Paul 
wrote  in  his  second  letter  to  the  Thesolonlans 
of  his  gratitude  that  their  “faith  groweth  ex¬ 
ceedingly.”  And  when  faith  grows  everything 
else  that  Is  worthy  grows.  He  specially  mentions 
the  growth  of  love  and  patience. 

The  principle  that  growth  depends  on  the  In¬ 
crease  of  faith  is  shown  in  all  of  life's  activities 
and  relations.  People  can  have  dealings  with  one 
another  only  on  the  ground  of  mutual  confidence 
or  faith.  You  avoid  people  In  whom  you  have  no 
faith.  On  the  other  hand  If  you  believe  In  a  man. 
in  his  Integrity  and  aballlty  you  can  Join  forces 
with  him  in  any  enterprise,  big  or  little.  Your 
own  life  is  enlarged  or  limited  according  as 
you  do  or  do  not  Join  forces  with  others.  If  you 
can  trust  yourself  to  them  or  your  interests  In 
their  hands,  your  sympathies  and  your  activities 
are  by  that  much  widened  out.  This  is  true  In  all 
social  relations  and  business  relations.  You  do 
business  with  those  in  whom  you  have  faith.

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ROOSEVELT'S  GREAT  WORDS  AUDIT 
PREACHERS  AND  MISSIONARIES 

(L.  R.  Scarborough.  General  Director) 

Roosevelt's  Biographer,  Dr.  lglehart,  tells  of 
the  President's  words  to  the  Minister's  son  as  he 
was  leaving  for  Japan  as  a  missionary.  “I  con¬ 
sider  tlw  Christ iun  Ministry  as  the  highest  call¬ 
ing  in  the  world  must  intimately  related  to  the 
most  exalted  life  and  service  here  and  destiny 
beyond.  I  consider  the  climax  of  that  calling 
is  to  go  out  into  tile  missionary  service.”

New  attachments  will  be  set  up  among  ua. 
Baptists  will  love  the  Bible  more,  Christ  will  be 
dearer  and  more  real,  prayer  will  be  more  vital, 
the  churches  as  Christ's  own  organizations  for 
world  evangelization  will  be  dearer  and  more 
complete  In  their  agency  of  world  redemption. 
The  lost  regions  beyond  will  be  brought  nearer 
to  our  churches,  their  needs  will  be  more  mani¬ 
fest.  their  cries  for  help  will  be  heard  more  plain- 
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ly  and  hearts  and  purses  will  respond  more  easily 
and  liberally.

forest.  Evangelists  carrying  a  constructive  and 
Kingdom  program  enlisting  our  churches  in  stl 
the  work. 

Our  schools  should  bs  made  more  and  more 
places  from  which  come  a  trained  leadership  for 
our  churches,  knowing  the  Bible  snd  the  work  of 
our  church  life  and  organization,  and  more  and 
more  enlisted  in  the  denominational  work. 

May  God  give  us  to  see  the  deeper  spiritual 
values  and  vitalities  Involved  In  this  big  move¬ 
ment  for  more  money,  and  enable  us  to  fully 
enter  Into  this  new  era  of  opportunity.  If  money 
ia  all  we  get  from  the  Campaign  we  have  failed

pc  have  a  right  to  expect  him  to  Impart  ?  What  doc* 

in  the  lender  think  about  tt? 

Baptists  accord  to  Roman  Catholics  and  to  all 
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others  the  same  right  they  claim  for  themselves 
to  worship  God  ln  their  own  way.  without  either 
special  favor  or  hindrance  from  any  civil  or  po¬ 
litical  power.  We  criticise,  not  the  individual 
Catholic  who  may  be  a  good  citizen.  We  criticise 
the  autocratic  helrarchy.  which  under  the  cloak 
of  religion  persistently  and  in  every  nation  med¬ 
dles  in  politics,  with  the  purpose  of  securing 
the  dominant  control  of  the  political  powers  to 
further  selfishly  and  by  force  the  ends  of  the 
Catholic  sect.  Some  politicians-  and  newspapers 
are  still  trying  to  sidestep  this  issue  by  accusing 
patriots  of  "religious  prejudice."  when  they  de¬ 
mand  that  the  political  aggressions  of  Rome  be 
exposed  and  checked.  There  are  even  some  evan¬ 
gelical  preacers  who  excuse  themselves  from  the 
duty  of  teaching  their  people  on  these  matters 
by  a  similar  reference  to  "religious  prejudice." 
But  such  a  pose  is  too  patent  a  cover  for  timidity 
or  cowardice  for  the  public  to  be  deceived  by  iL 

No.  there  are  only  about  2,600.000  Irish  In 
America,  not  13.000.000  or  20,000.000.  Catholics 
were  about  fifteen  percent  of  the  army,  not  forty 
percent.  Their  religious  Influence  is  over  about 
fifteen  percent  of  the  people  in  the  country ,  not 
forty  percent.  Counting  for  them  as  evangelicals 
count,  they  would  have  5.500.000  members  in 
their  churches,  not  16.000,000.  And  this  5,500.- 
000  maf  for  man.  does  not  equal  in  moral  force 
and  civic  stability  the  membership  in  the  average 
•  '•evangelical  body  ln  America. 

Let  the  reader  get  hold  of  these  facts,  and  use 
them  as  they  may  he  needed.  Baptists  have  no 
ill  will  to  any  man  because  he  Is  a  Roman  Cath¬ 
olic..  But  we  love  our  country  and  have  an  obli¬ 
gation  to  safeguard  its  life  and  liberty.  We  arc 
Jealous  of  religions  liberty  and  would  safeguard 
freedom  of  faith  among  our  people  aginst  de¬ 
ceitful  attacks,  if  we  do  this,  we  shall  not  seldom 
have  to  address  ourselves  to  the  insidious  ag¬ 
gressions  of  the  papacy  In  America.

CONCRETE  RESULTS  THROUGH 
ENLISTMENT 

The  work  of  enlistment  Is  no  longer  an  experi 
ment.  Some  thought  it  was  an  Impossible  task 
Jo  secure  the  co-operation  of  our  rural  churches 
In  the  formation  of  pastorates.  There  Is  a  grow¬ 
ing  demand  for  this  kind  of  work,  on  the  part  of 
churches,  and  •  the  work  becomes  easier  when 
done  wisely.  This  Is  encouraging  for  the  only  way 
to  develop  our  churches  is  through  their  co-opera¬ 
tion  to  secure  the  means  necessary  to  support  good 
and  efficient  men  to  labor  among  them. 

Enlistment  in  Mississippi. 

Enlistment  field  worker.  Rev.  T.  J.  Moore  re¬ 
ports  some  specific  cases.  This  Is  one  of  them: 

"The  church  was  far  back  in  the  Interior,  a  small 
church  in  a  small  sctlemcnt  and  difficult  to  reach. 
They  had  only  sixteen  resident  members  and 
twelve  of  them  were  present.  They  had  called  a 
preacher  twenty  iptles  away,  but  nearest  to  them. 
He  had  paid  them -one  visit  and  told  them  he  could 
not  serve  them  for  less  than  815#  a  year,  one-fourth 
time.  With  no  knowledge  of  system  in  church  fi¬ 
nance  and  being  poor  people,  they  could  not  see 
'  how  they  could  raise  this  amount.  After  list¬ 
ening  to  the  explanation  of  God's  p'.an  based  on 
K'or.  16:2  and  Mai  3:10,  and  the  budget  and  en¬ 
velope  way  to  do  It.  we  asked  those  present  to  make 
their  subscription  on  the  weekly  pledge  cards.  The 
pledges  summed  up  to  8281.42  a  year.  They  a- 
greed  on  the  spot  to  Insure  their  pastor  812.50.  and 
to  send  to  our  mission  budget  88  each  month.  Their 
young  ladies  treasurer,  chosen  that  day.  informs 
me  that  they  are  rtiore  than  meeting  their  ob¬ 
ligation  and  both  church  and  pastor  are  happy." 

Enlistment  in  South  Croilna 
Enlistment  field  worker  Rev.  W.  J.  Langston 
reports : 

In  1914  there  -was  not  a  single  pastor  In  this 
association  supported  by  the  churches.  Of  the  six¬ 
teen  churches,  only  five  had  preaching  as  much  as 
two  -Sundays  per  month.  There  was  only;  one 
parsonage,  and  that  one  was  In  bad  repair-  and 
unoccupied,  used  by  someone  as  a  cotton  house. 
However,  there  were  some  brethren  and  sisters 
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very  much  dissatisfied  with  these  conditions  and 
were  anxious  to  see  them  changed.  The  work  of 
enlistment  was  begun.  There  are  now  four  pas¬ 
tors  supported  by  the  churches;  three  new  parson¬ 
ages  have  been  built,  one  other  improved,  repair¬ 
ed  and  made  comfartable  for  the  preacher  and  his 
family. 

Two  churches  in  this  association  have  made 
plied  by  a  good  man  who  lived  some  140  miles  away 
marked  progress.  The  church  at  Wagner  was  sup 
He  preached  for  them  for  two  Sundays  per  month 
and  received  $400.  of  which  about  $200  went  for 
traveling  expenses  and  incidentals.  Another 
church.  Tabernacle,  was  supplied  two  Sundays  per 
month  by  one  of  our  very  best  men,  who  lived 
some  twenty  miles  away.  He  received  for  his 
work  $250  per  year.  These  two  churches  united 
in  the  formation  of  a  pastorate  and  called  brother 
Furman  Moorer.  He  moved  into  their  midst  and 
occupied  a  nice  home  which  they  had  prepared 
for  him.  They  paid  him  a  salary  of  $1,200.  Under 
his  ministry  the  church  at  Wagner  built  a  house 
of. worship  well' worth,  some  scy,  at  least  $35,000. 
Material  is  now  ordered  to  Improve  the  house  of 
worship  at  the  Tabernacle.  The  churches  have 
preaching  every  Sunday,  pay  a  salary  now  of  $2,000 
per  year,  and  Increased  their  contributions  for 
different  objects  about  threefold." 

Enlistment  in  Louisiana. 

Enlistment  field  worker,  D.  T.  Brown  had  this 
experience: 

"On  the  Becond  Sunday  In  June  I  went  to  Eliza¬ 
beth  Memorial  Church  in  Acadia  Parish,  and  made 
an  every-n:embcr  canvass  of  the  church.  This  is 
a  country  church,  organized  about  ten  years  ago, 
but  without  a  house  of  worship.  1  found  that  the 
State  Board  was  paying  $400  to  help  on  pastor's 
Salary.  When  the  enlistment  was  finished  we  had 
something  over  $1,800  pledged  for  all  purposes. 
Shortly  after  the  enlistment  of  the  church,  I  was 
Sunday  in  August. 

Invited  back  for  a  series  of  meetings  for  the  first 

“Enlistment  has  done  wonderful  things  in  Lou¬ 
isiana  in  the  past  few  years.  I  am  thinking  now 
of  a  small  country  church  that  had  not  had  ser¬ 
vice  in  It  for  eleven  years.  A  young  preacher  from 
the  Louisiana  College  went  there,  held  some  spec¬ 
ial  meetings,  and  before  the  metings  closd  I  went 
to  him,  and  after  he  had  found  and  baptised  sixty- 
five  we  enlisted  the  church,  and  there  were  sixty- 
eight  enlistment  cards  filled  out.  Every  member 
of  the  church,  and  three  others  ,  had  been  enlisted 
to  help  on  pastor's  salary  and  missions.  The  re¬ 
sult  was  the  church  called  the  young  man  that 
had  been  doing  the  preaching,  and  when  he  hed  ser¬ 
ved  them  one  year  for  one-fourth  time,  they  paid 
him  up  in  full  and  had  $15  In  the  treasury  for  the 
next  pastor.”

Miss  Blanche  Walker 
of  Kalfeng,  China,  makes  first  gift  of  $600.00,  one 
hundred  dollars  in  cash  received."  The  General 
Director  greatly  appreciates  this  spirit  and  heroic 
act  on  the  part  of  the  great  old  church  at  Abilene, 
where  he  was  pastor  for  seven  years  and  gave  the 
best  blood  of  his  veins.  Pastor  Jenkins  is  leading 
heroically.  They  made  good  crops  out  there 
this  year,  but  it  is  the  first  one  they  have  raised 
in  four  years,  and  yet  here  they  have  come  with 
their  great  offerings  for  the  Savtor. 

Mrs.  M.  S.  M.  Scales,  of  Mansfield,  Louisiana, 
writes  a  beautiful' letter  about  her  interest  in  the 
75  Million  Campaign.  She  is  an  aged  woman  and 
out  of  a  small  income  Is  paying  one  half  of  salary 
of  one  of  our  missionaries  on  the  foreign  field. 
She  says  she  expects  to  do  her  part  in  the  76  Mil¬ 
lion  Campaign.  Bless  God  the  heroines  are  not 
all  dead.

One  of  the  gre  it 
dallies  In  that  State  wrote  a  fine  ylitorisl  on  this 
heroic  deed. 

It  should  stir  the  hearts  ol  Southern  Baptists 
to  remember  that  our  great  Secretary  of  Foreign 
Minions,  Dr.  Ixive  and  his  co-laborers.  Dr.  SC.  T. 
Cody  and  Dr.  Gill,  are  now  touring  Europe  looking 
for  opportunities  for  Baptists  to  witness  for  the 
Master.  They  will  bring  back  a  great  report  and 
open  to  us  thousands  of  doors  of  opportunity.  We 
ought  to  spend  In  the  next  five  years  between  five 
and  ten  million  dollars  in  new  mission  work  In 
Europe  and  Western  Asia.

AND  THE  PRERSENT  CRISIS.

very  easy  to  take  the  position  that  he  is  forgot¬ 
ten  and  neglected,  and  that  consequence  Is  as  sure 
as  logic  Itself,  and  It  makes  the  wearing  of  his 
symbol  the  livery  of  heaven  in  which  to  serve  the 
devil. 

Christ  and  the  Question  of  Authority. 

The  Evangedal  denominations  of  this  and  other 
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countries  have  almost  without  exception  declar¬ 
ed  their  utter  confidence  In  the  Bible  as  the  Word 
of  God;  that  it  is  true  and  that  Is  has  aa  its  ob¬ 
jective  the  salvation  of  the  souls  of  men'  They 
have  affirmed  tht  It  Is  in  fact  from  the  mind  of 
the  spirit.  Moderns  deny  that.  They  deny  that, 
and  a  pastor  read  from  a  place  where  I  Stand 
and  speak  to-night  from  a  volume  that  has  been 
widely  commended  by  the  Moderns  of  this  coun¬ 
try.  discussing  the  question  of  whethrr  the  Bible 
was  from  the  Spirit  of  God,  and  said,  "No.  the 
Bible  was  from  the  cavernous  depths  of  the  hu¬ 
man  heart!"  It  Is  not  diffcult  to  understand 
why  he  later  said,  “It  Is  not  an  Infallible  book. 
It  Is  not  Infallible  In  ita  words,  for  no  translation 
Is  faultless.  It  is  not  infalble  In  ita  language,  for 
though  the  style  Is  good,  it  is  not  perfect.  It  is 
not  Infallible  In  Its  farts,  for  Ita  history  occasion- 
ally'slips.  It  1s  not  infallible  in  its  theory,  for 
Its  theories  of  the  physical  universe  are  mista¬ 
ken.  It  is  not  Infallible  In  Its  arguments,  for 
some  of  Its  arguments  are  weak.  It  is  not  In¬ 
fallible  In  its  moral  sanctions,  for  the  Hebrews 
undoubtely  sometimes  confounded  their  own  Im¬ 
pulses  with  the  voice  of  God.  It  is  not  Infalllbe 
in  the  expectations  of  even  Ita  greatest  men,  for 
all  the  apostles  expected  Jesus  to  return  within 
their  own  lifetime."  That  is  his  declaration.  I 
do  not  know  how  far  that  gentleman  has  brought 
his  theories  from  the  other  side  of  the  sea  and 
from  that  nation  now  In  collapse,  but  I  do  know 
that  he  and  Rudolph  Schmlde  (you  see  the  sugges¬ 
tion  of  bis  name)  are  in  perfect  agrement;  for 
Rudolph  Is  quite  sure  that  the  Bible  is  not  a 
scientific  production,  and  that  its  theology  is  not 
dependable  upon  all  points,  that  ita  historic  stan 
ding  Is  not  sure,  and  that  even  its  moral  accuracy 
may  be  successfully  disputed.  That  is  his  post 
tion. 

Now  I  say  this  to  you,  beloved,  that  when  we 
have  beheld  these  facts,  when  we  have  seen  that 
Moderns  have  denied  the  deity  of  Jesus  Christ 
and  have  disputed  the  authority  of  our  Bible,  we 
have  reached  the  “Divide."  It  has  taken  place 
already,  and  In  every  denomination  in  this  land 
there  are  two  streams  to-night  that  have  asperat¬ 
ed  over  the  Rock  Christ,  and  they  will  never  meet 
again. 

To  raise  the  question.  Were  the  Scriptures  then 
from  the  mind  of  the  Spirit?  involves  another 
question.  Were  the  men  who  wrote  the  Bible  in¬ 
fallibly  Inspired?  You  say  those  questions  are 
close  of  kin,  almost  one.  Certainly.  If  the  Bible 
Is  not  from  the  mind  of  the  Spirit,  and  if  the 
Spirit  Is  not  the  very  voice  and  the  occupation  of 
the  Christ  himself,  then  certainly  the  Bible  is 
not  inspired,  and  we  cannot  ranted  for  Infallibili¬ 
ty  in  Its  behalf.  But  when  we  have  made  that  an¬ 
swer  we  are  brought  face  to  face  with  certain 
stubborn  facts.  The  most  stubborn  fact  of  human 
history  is  the  fart  that  the  Bible  has  been  In  the 
world  for  almost  two  thousand  years,  and  por¬ 
tions  of  It  for  thirty-five  hundred  years  at  least, 
and  during  this  entire  time  Is  has  accomplished 
the  most  un  heard  of  things.  It  has  maintained 
an  historic  standing  such  as  has  never  been 
known  to  another  book.  It  has  exerted  an  in¬ 
fluence  such  as  has  never  been  felt  front  another 
scource.  It  has  set  forth  moral  maxims  such  as 
have  never  been  matched  by  any  other  volume. 
It  has  been  the  most  Illuminating  volume  known 
to  the  minds  of  men.  It  has  not  only  Illuminat¬ 
ed  the  paths  of  Individuals,  so  that  walking  in  the 
light  of  It  they  have  cried  out  with  David.  "Thy 
Word  is  a  lamp  unto  my  feet,  and  a  light  unto 
my  path,”  but  in  every  nation  to  which  Is  has 
been  sent  is  has  dissipated  darkness  and  brought 
the  breaking  of  the  day.  That  Is  a  stubborn  fart 
and  men  must  ranted  with  the  fact  and  explain 
It  before  they  can  discredit  the  Bible  by  any  cri¬ 
ticisms  hurled  against  It,  and  men  who  have 
studied  this  book,  and  who  liv  at  this  moment, 
stand  ready  to  unite  their  voices  in  a  chorus: 
Almight  Lord,  the  sun  shall  fail.
